2. Definition. r, — In these bye-laws, unles the context 
otherwise requires : — 

(a) ‘Board’ means the Cantonment Board, Dehu Road, 

(b) ‘Commercial connection’ means a connection 
given for tho purpose other than domestic and 
non-domestic purposes such as restaurants, hotels, 
factories, cinema houses, petrol pumps, railways 
administration and other Central/State Govern- 
ment departments and other connections of like 
nature; 

(c) ‘consumer’ means a person or a manager of a 
firm /institution who takes water connection from 

the Board for domestic, non-domestic or commer- 
cial use; 

(d) ‘distribution pipe’ includes any water main under 
the control of the Board for the purpose of supply- 
ing water within its jurisdiction; 

(e) 'dnrestic connection’ means a connection given 
purely for domestic use; 

(f) ‘Executive Officer’ means Executive Officer of the 
Board; 

(g) ‘Form’ means a Form appended to these bye- 
laws: 

(h) ‘Leases’ means a person who has taken on lease 
land or building on rental either from the Govern- 
ment or private person and includes a tenant; 


(i) ‘Non-domestic connection’ means a connection 
other than domestic or commercial connection 
which is given for purposes such as schools, reli- 
gious buildings, dispensaries, parks and gardens 
and other connections of like nature; 

(j) ‘occupier’ includes an owner in occupation of or 
otherwise using his own land or building; 

(k) ‘owner’ includes any person who is receiving or is 
entitled to receive the rent of any Building or land 
whether on his own account or on behalt of him- 
self and others or an agent or a trustee, or who 
would so receive the rent or be entitled to receive 
it if the building or land were let to a tenant; 

(l) ‘servee pipe’ means the connection which is with 
the distribution pipe under the control of the 
Board for the purpose of supply of water to pre- 
mises for domestic purposes; 

(m) ‘words and expressions’ used herein and not defined 
but defined in the Cantonments Act, 1924 , (2 of 
1924) shall have the meanings respectively, assig- 
ned to them in that act. 

3. Restriction for use of water.—No person shall bathe, 
or wash any animal, clothing, wool, Iealher, skins, utensils 
or any other thing n.l any public stand post or hydrant or 
use water for building purposes or otherwise wilfully cause 
a waste thereof. 

4. Authority to operate public Installations. — No person 
other than a person duly authorised by the Board or the 
Executive Officer for the purpose shall open, or inspect or 
in any way interfere with any pipe, valve, plug or other 
fittings belonging to or appertaining to any public instal- 
lation. 

5. Tampering with wafer tap or stand post. — No person 
shall tamper with any water tap, stand post or hydrant 
belonging to the Board so as to cause any damage to tho 
mechanism or working of such tap, stand post or hydrant. 

6. Restrictions on wilful waste of water. — No person 
shall wilfully waste or cause or allow to be wasted any 
water i'rom any pipe, public stand post, hydrant, valve or 
fitting or shall cause it to be tapped by means of rubber 
pine or any other connivance or to be diverted through 
any other channel. 

7. Manner of drawing water. — AH water obtained from 
a public stand post or hydrant shall be carried there from 
in clean vessels or olbcr utensils. 

8. Application for connection. — Every application for the 
supply of water under these bye-laws shall he in writing 
signed by the owner or occupier of the building or land in 
Form ‘A’ and the work necessary for such supply shall not 
be commenced until the applicant has deposited with the 
E.xeculive Officer such estimated cost of expenditure inclu- 
sive of road cutting and reinstatement charges and before 
such date as may be fixed by him in this behalf. 

9. Connection charges. — An application under byc-law 8 
shall be accompanied by an amount of Rs. 25/- as connec- 
vision charges. 

10. Supervision charges. — -The estimated cost of expendi- 
ture referred to in bve-Iaw 8 shall also include a percentage 
of 20 percentum of the actual cost of work to cover super- 
vision charges. 

11. Meter system.- — All connections of water supply shall 
be permitted on meter system only whether required few- 
domestic, non-domestic or commercial purposes. 

12. laying pipe line etc. — f.n every case in which a new 
service pipe connection with the distribution pipe of the 
Board is made or any such existing connection requires 
renewal or repair of alteration or extension, all necessary" 
communication pipes and fittings from and including the 
stop cock nearest to the distribution pipe shall be supplied 
by the Board and the work of laying and supplying such 
communication pipes and fittings upto the stop cock shall be 
executed by the Executive Officer. The cost of such work 
shall be met by the consumer who shall be liable to pay the 
said sum in advance before the conned ion is made or renew- 
ed. The service pipe connection so laid including the stop 
cock shall remain tfie properly of the Board, 
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13. Size of service pipe. — (lj The service pipe for domes- 
c supply snail be of such a bore not less tlma 12 millmeters 
nd not more than 20 millimeters in diameter and may ex- 
:nd to 4(J millimeters in diameter in ease of non-domcstic 
r commercial supplies as may bo determined by the iixec Li- 
ve uthccr in each case. 

(2) The size ol the ferrule shall be less in size than the 
boro of the service pipe. 

(3) No service pipe connection shall be opened into a 
latrine or be laid through it. 

14. /’owe/ 1 to renew oi alter service pipe connection.- — (1J 
lo service pipe connection with the distribution pipe oi the 
iouid shall be made, renewed, altered or extendtd, except 
y a widien authority of the Executive Officer and until tne 
ertiticate specined in bye-law lb has been given. 

(2) The consumer shall not renew, alter or extend the 
service pipe connection inside oi outside his house 
without the previous permission in writing on the 
Executive Officer. 

15. Provision of pipes or fittings inside premises . — (1) 
Communication pipes and fittings required tor providing 
omestic supply connection beyond the stop cock inside the 
remises shall be provided by the consumer at his cost. 

(2) The pipe line shall comply with IS 1239 (Part I) 
1968 and the fittings shall comply with IS 1239 
(Part 111 1969. 

16. Execution of the work by licensed plumber. — All com- 
lumcation pipes, and fittings beyond the stop cock referred 
j in bye-law 15, shall be laid and applied by a plumber 
uly licensed by the Board under the direct supervision of 
ae Engineer of the Board who shall give and sign a certifi- 
ate free of charge when such communication pipes and all 
iccessary fitting and work have been laid, applied and exc- 
uted in satisfactory manner and sufficient arrangements have 
ecu made for draining of waste water. 

17. Supply of meters. — (1) As far as possible the water 
neter shall be supplied by the Board at the cost of the 
onsumcr. 

(2) If for any reason the water meter is not supplied by 
the Board, the consumer may provide the same at 
his own cost and in that case the water meter shall 
be installed only alter it is approved by the Executive 
Officer, 

18. Maintenance charges. — (1) Where a water meter is 
nstalled at the cost of the owner or lessee or occupier the 
naintenance charges at tbe rate of 75 paise per month shall 
le payable to tbe Board by the owner, lessee or occupier. 

(2) The owner or lessee or occujfier as the case may be 
shall be responsible for repairs in case the meter is 
damaged due to his negligence. If the repairs 
necessary thereto arc not arranged by such owner or 
lessee of occupier within 15 days of the issue of the 
notice in this behalf, the water connection shall remain 
cut off until such meter is repaired to the satisfaction 
of the Executive Officer. 

(3) The rc-connection chargos payable to the Board shall 
be rupees five. 

19. Meter reading. — (l) All water meters shall be locked 
tr sealed by the employee of the Board authorised In this 
tehalf and the readings shall be taken by the Board or the 
executive Officer, in the presence of the consumer or his 
cpresentative. 

(2) Such readings shall be recorded in the register or book 
maintained by the Board in this behalf. 

20. Number of water taps.— No house shall have more 
han two water taps and for additional such taps, permission 
if the Executive Officer shall be necessary, 

21. Authority to close, reduce, stop water supply.— The 
3oard may withdraw or curtail the supply of water when it 
ippears necessary so to do for the purpose of maintaining 


sufficient supply of water for domestic use by inhabitants of 
tne Lnnlonmcnt or due to acciuent, draugtu or other un- 
avoidable causes. 

22. Security deposit and payment of charges- by consu- 
mers. — (1 ) All consumers for water supply shall deposit with 
the Board a Security deposit as under: 

(a) each domestic connection — Rs. 100/- 

(bj each non-domestic connection — Rs. 150/- 

fc) each commercial connection-— Rs. 250/- 

(2) The monthly charges tor the water shall be payable 
witnm 15 days trom the date of issue ot the bill 
for the same. 

(3 ) If a consumer fails to make payment of the said 
charges as required under clause (2) die same shall 
be deducted trom the said security deposit or 
otherwise the water supply shull be disconnected 
within seven days after issue of notice by the Exe- 
cutive Officer in this regard. 

23. Correctness ■ of meter leading. — (1) la case of any 
doubt about the correctness of the reading recorded under 
byc-iaw 19 for any particular month the concerned owner, 
occupier or lessee of the building or land may within 7 days 
of the issue of the bill for the payment of charges for the 
water consumer, request the Executive Officer in writing to 
test the water meter. 

(2) It on the test referred to in sub-byc-law (l) the water 
meter proved to be less than 5 percentum fast, the 
charges for testing the water meter referred to in sub-> 
bye-law (3) shall be paid by the applicant and in 
any other case, such charges shall not Be paid by 

him and the estimated over charges pro rale for the 
month in respect of which the accuracy of the meter 
is disputed shall be adjusted by the Executive Officer. 

(3) The charges for testing the water meter shall be 
rupees five. 

24. Fixation of charges when meter gives incorrect read- 
ing. — In case where a water meter is found to give incorrect 
leading or is out of order for any period exceeding one 
month, the average consumption of water recorded during tbe 
preceding three months shall be deemed to be the actual 
consumption of water till the meler is put in order, tested 
and refitted. 

25. Penalty. — If any person contravenes any provisions of 
these bye-laws he shall be punishable with lino which may 
extend to one hundred rupees and where the contravention 
is a continuing one with an additional fine which may extend 
to twenty rupees, for every day during which such contra- 
vention continues after conviction of the first such contra- 
vention. 

26. Appeal. — (1 ) Any person aggrived by a decision of 
the Executive Officer within 30 days trom the date on 
which the decision is communicated to him, prefer tin 
appeal to the Board. 

27. Appeal. — (2) On receipt of appeal nJadc under clause 
( l ) the Board, after giving the appellant an opportunity of 
being heard shall decide the same.
